“I would like you to tell me Just what 
Is meant b y tb e term ‘shoddj’ as ap­ 
plied to cloth used iu clothing,” said 
the young man who was looking for 
clothing in the store of a well informed 
clothier. “1 hav e heard of ‘shoddy’ all 
my life, and I do not just understand 
exactly w hat is meant b y it.” 
•Well,” replieti the clothieT, ‘“ shod­ 
dy’ Is used in the construction of many 
fab rics which go into the manufacture 
of clothing for b oth men and women. 
It Is so skillfully comb ined iu recent 
years that it is not possib le for any 
b ut an expert to detect it until the 
goods are worn to some extent. Shod­ 
dy cloths are made from cheap yarns 
spun ov er cotton warp. 
These yarns 
are spun from old w’oolen rags choi>- 
ped into waste, then carded and spun 
Into threads of v arious slzt's and 
Btrengtli. The cloth Is st)ft. nicely fin­ 
ished and attractiv e in appearance and 
comparativ ely free from Imperfections. 
The goods cost the clothier from 15 to 
80 cents a yard, aud a larger yardage 
is consumed than of any other kind of 
goods manufactured for men’s wear. 
“One of the adv antages of theshotldy 
Is that it can b e wov en into patterns 
similar to those of the most expensiv e 
woolens, w’hich is not always true with 
respect to pure cotton yam, which, b e­ 
ing hard and wiry, does not lend Itself 
to soft effects.”-U tica Ob serv er.

The central council of 
the Freight Handlers? union was in 
session at midnight, and it is stated 
that all preparations nave been made 
to put the strike order iu force if it 
shall be deemed necessary. 


S ig n ifica n ce o f th e P ro p o sed O rder. 
C urrnn’s order notified all members 
•f the union employed by the various 
railroads throughout Chicago to refuse 
to handle any freight w hatever for the 
packing houses where the men are now 
011 strike. 
If 
the 
freight 
handlers 
lived up to the order of their president 
it would work a severe hardship on 
the packers, as the notification to the 
men states ex plicitly that no freight 
delivered or billed to the picking com­ 
panies, whetherdolivered at the freight 
houses by team s or in ears, is to be 
touched by the members of the uu- 
ion. W hat the railway officials will do 
in such an emergency is not known. 
A meeting of the rail w ad m anagers 
was held to discuss the situation, but 
w hat action, if any, was decided ui>on 
was not made public. 


A n o th e r E ffo rt fo r P eace. 
At the sam e time that this step was 
being taken by the freight handlers’ 
president, Henry C. Wallace, a well- 
known w riter and lecturer 011 
agri­ 
cultural topics, of Des Moines, la., and 
A. L. Ames, of Buckingham, la., presi­ 
dent of the Corn Belt Meat Producers’ 
association, began a new movement 
for peace. W allace and Ames came to 
Chicago and immediately 
went into 
conference w ith the strike leaders, who 
were told of the hardship the strike 
was imposing on the live stock rais­ 
ers, and asked if some concession be­ 
sides those offered at the last confer­ 
ence between the packers and 
the 
strike leaders could not Is* suggested 
in order to bring the present conflict 
to an end. 


D o n n e lly W illin g to C o ncede. 
Donnelly, who was made spokesman 
for the labor leaders, said he would 
welcome another conference w ith the 
employers, and consented to the effort 
being made. 
lie also informed W al­ 
lace that the strikers were willing now 
to concede the time limit in which the 
men should 
be reinstated. 
W allace 
said he and Ames would call 
011 the 
packers’ represeniativia and endeavor 
to bring about the desired 
co nference. 


C laim « o f th e C o n testan ts. 
Both sides to the dispute at the stock 
yards are claiming the victory. Accord­ 
ing to the packers all the plants in 
Chicago are running at nearly the reg- 
ultar capacity. On the other hand the 
labor leaders declare the packing in­ 
dustry in this city is completely de­ 
moralized, and thait business is almost 
at a standstill. 
T hat the statem ents 
of the labor leaders are not altogether 
true is evidenced by the fact that the 
packers are slaughtering thousands of 
anim als 
every 
twenty-four 
hours. 
There w ere several desertions from the 
ranks of the strikers yesterday, but 
this loss was offset by an equal num­ 
ber of strike-breakers 
quittiug their 
new positions.
